H, FUNCTIONS 

The Samiti sholl advise the Ministry of .Social Welfare and 
its Subordinate Officc.s / Orjjanisations on matters relating to 
the progressive use of Hindi for official purposes and on 
matters ancilliary .and incidental to the above. 

HI. TENURE 

The tenuie of the membeis of the Samiti shall ordinarily be 
three years from the dale of its first composition provided 
that : 

(i) Members nominated from Lot Sabha and Rajaya 
Sabha shall cease to be members of the Samiti as 
soon as they ceases to be a Members of Parliament; 

(ii| the ex-officio members of the Samiti shall continue 
as members so long as they hold the office by virtue 
of which they arc members of the Samiti; 

( iii) if a vacancy arises on the Samiti due to resignation, 
death etc. of a member, the member oppomted in 
that vacancy shall hold office for the residue of the 
tenure of three years. 

IV. QUORUM 

The quorum for the meetings of the Samiti shall be l/3rd 
of total membership of the Samiti. 

V. GENERAL 

(1) The Committee may co-opt additional members and 
invite expeits to attend its meetings as may be neces¬ 
sary from time to time. 

(ii) The heaquarters of the Conmiittee shall be at New 
Delhi. 

VI. The non-ollicial Members will be paid travelling and daily 
allowance for attending the meetings of the Samiti at the 
rates fixed by the Government of India from time to time.
